screens of the bank lowered and the 
jionderous iroy doors swung open. The 
nimble clerk who turned the crank to 
swing open the doors had only time 
to jum p inside before the full force of 
the rush came. 
A little pale-faced 
man. with a check in his hand, was 
the first to reach the paying teller’s 
desk, but he hesitated with so much 
confusion, and seemed so deeply agi­ 
tated that others gained the advantage 
of him. Then the jlugleof coin began, 
and while some were demandiug o th­ 
ers were tendering. 
The stream of 
coin pouring out from the California 
street front was sustained by an in­ 
coming stream of equal volume from 
tin* San some stieel side. The friends 
of tlie bank, and they nr»* legion,came 
forward to utle*t iheir friendship by 
.liberal reinforcements of liard cash. 
In the great mass of people that crowd­ 
ed into the bank and clambered up to 
the windows outside, nineteen out of 
twenty were idle spectators who had 
come*to gratify a natural curiosity. 
From 10 a . M. until 2 I*. >t. California 
street was thronged with citizens who 
recited to one another all tiie rumors 
of the hour, and discussed at length 
the probable demand on the bank. All 
were inclined to concede to San Fran­ 
cisco financiers tire glory of an achieve­ 
ment that had never beeu surpassed 
in the financial history of America. 
The flags floating from the buildings 
on Montgomery and California streets 
gave an air of holiday festivity to the 
occasion. If any apprehension of dis­ 
aster was felt it was not expressed, 
either in the words or actions of the 
multitude. The brokers were particu­ 
larly joyous, predicting that the stock 
market would open with gratifying 
buoyancy Tuesday morning. 
It is 
only a surprise that some over-enthu­ 
siastic speculator did not mount a sta­ 
tionary vehicle and offer to buy all the 
available shares in the crowd. It was 
expect ed that the bank would close at 
12 M., the usual hour on Saturday for 
terminating banking business, but to 
accommodate visitors the tellers con­ 
tinued to pay out and take In coin un­ 
til 1 o’clock 1’. M. The bank officers 
do not state the sum paid out, but they 
report officially that the sum received 
was $750,000 in excess of the amount 
disbursed. To-night Senator Sharon, 
President of the Bank Syndicate, will 
receive the compliment of a serenade 
at his residence on Sutter street. The 
brokers have organized a syndicate to 
pay for the music, and the subscrip­ 
tions werecotning in to-day ata prom­ 
ising rate. To-day the managers of 
the Nevada bank of San Francisco 
were actively engaged in preparations 
to open for business on Monday at 10 
o’clock a . m. A supply of coin appa­ 
rently largo enough to resist the pres­ 
sure of the fiercest run ever made on 
a banking institution was piled up in 
tbe cash receptacles behind the coun­ 
ters. The President and subordinate 
officers were at theft respective sta­ 
tions of duty during the day, while a 
corps of busy clerks and book-keepers 
were applying themselves diligently 
to the task of getting ready the deposit 
accounts. An officer was stationed at 
the door to prevent the entrance of 
idle spectators. The First National 
Gold 
Bank, which has secured a 
stronghold in the Nevada block, lias 
the work of its interior arrangement 
about completed, and will receive cus­ 
tomers in tbeir new and elegant quar­ 
ters on Montlay morning.

Advancing to Farmers. 


In the South prior to war the credit 
system in farming had taken such a 
deep hold that the mercantile classes 
were involved in wide spread ruin at 
the close of the contest. 
W ith the re­ 
storation of peace the system of ad­ 
vancing the means with which to 
grow a crop was again inaugurated, 
though the depreciation In the value 
of lands, and the emancipation of the 
slaves rendered the business more haz­ 
ardous to the merchant. As years 
passed by one after another abandon­ 
ed the credit system as unprofitable, 
or were bankrupted by it, and now tbe 
Southern planter like the Western 
farmer is expected to rely upon his 
own resources, and furnish the neces­ 
sary collaterals just as other borrow­ 
ers. In CalilGhiia the system of farm­ 
ing and commission agencies is very 
sim ilar to that formerly in exist-anee 
in the South. The m erchant supplias 
the farmer with seed, farming impli- 
ments,cash to pay for harvesting, food 
for the farmer and his workmen and 
packages for the produce. The mer­ 
chants reimbursed by the crop at the 
end of the season. The banks of San 
Francisco have encouraged this branch 
of business, 
and loaned liberally 
to tbe merchants engaged in it. 
We 
do not deny that there may not have 
been a necessity for the existence of 
such a system of business, or that it 
has not greatly aided in developing 
the resources of the country, but it is 
nevertheless fraught with great dan­ 
ger and liable to produce financial de­ 
pression. All forms of credit are more 
or less 
objectionable, 
and history 
shows that the possession of a good 
credit by the farmer is very apt to be 
the cause of his ruin, and may be the 
source of general disaster. It is one of 
the first principles of pol itical econo­ 
my that the too rapid fixing of capital 
—its expenditures for permanent im ­ 
provements (which cannot afterwards 
be converted into casbl —is dangerous. 
A country that has fixed its capital 
too rapidly is in the condition of a 
farmer who has used all his cash to 
purchase land; it is compelled to bor­ 
row from abroad, and if its securities 
are not in demand in distant markets 
production must for a time be check­ 
ed. The power to exceed his individ­ 
ual resources generallv leads the farm­ 
er to expend an undue amount in per­ 
m anent improvements, anil where the 
credit system Is general the strength 
of the common 'w ealth is gradually 
sapped. 
The producing classes go on 
from year to year spending more mon­ 
ey than is warranted by their crops; 
the imports of the country finally ex­ 
ceed the exports, and the specie begins 
to flow to other lands. 
Farming on 
the credit system leads to overtrading 
and overtrading leads to panic and 
disaster. Viewing the system from 
an individual standpoint it is equally 
impolitic. Credit leads the farmer to 
overcrop, and abad year leaves him so 
burdened with debt that he is never 
able to extricate himself. Tbe rate of 
interest is so high on this Coast, par- 
t*?ularlywhere there is much risk, as 
in this case, that no legitimate busi­ 
ness can long flourish under its weight 
The farmer who has to pay twenty- 
five or thirty per cent, interest on 
most of his working capital cannot ex­ 
pect to prosper. Both the merchant 
and the planter will soon find that It 
is good policy to greatly curtail or en­ 
tirely abandon the present system of 
advances. 
It seems that the failure 
of C h a r l e s C l a y t o n & Co. was due 
to theadvancing system, the farmers 
owing to short crops, being unable to 
repay tbe loans made them as stipu­ 
lated. 
Let this be a warning.

■ T h e ease of the young girl, M a r y 
L o r e t o , who recently stabbed and 
killed her alleged seducer, in San 
Francisco, will bring out and possibly 
determine the question whether a wo­ 
man Is equally innocent before tho 
law with a man, where both have com­ 
mitted offences precisely similar. The 
axiom has been established by juries 
and endorsed by public opinion, th at 
if the slayer of the seducer stands in 
the relation of husband, father or 
brother, to the seduced, the killing is 
no murder, and the man who lias 
taken the law into his own hands has 
committed no offence against the law'. 
If the father of the girl had done the 
killing, and the evidence established 
the fact of seduction, public opinion 
would have regarded him as the aven­ 
ger of his own and his daughter’s 
honor; the law would have been par­ 
alyzed and the act of slaying general­ 
ly endorsed. Tho girl has done what 
her father or brother might have done 
and escaped both censure and punish­ 
ment. W ill she be endorsed as they 
would have been? If she will not, 
whj’? Has not a woman the same 
right to avenge this crowning wrong 
to herself, th at her husband, father or 
brother, has to avenge it for her? It 
would seem so, yet w’e doubt if public 
opinion will promptly recognize the 
right. There is a point of difference 
between the woman avenging herself 
and being avenged by another, so sub­ 
tle that it can hardly be seized upon, 
yet every m an who gives the subject 
consideration recognizes its existence. 
The question has another phase equal­ 
ly curious and equally difficult to an ­ 
alyze, which is th a t public opinion 
does not so readily occept as fact that 
the woman has suffered the crowning 
wrong, when Ihe charge is made by 
herself, as when it comes in the shape 
of an assertion from her father, broth­ 
er or husband. These subtle points 
will present themselves in the trial of 
the girl M a r y L o r e t o , and it will be 
something of a study to watch tbe 
progress of a case which could have but 
one result, were the defendant a man, 
and which may have a very different 
ending as the prisoner at the bar is a 
woman.

The institution of the Sabbath day, 
by M o s e s must be regarded in 
all 
ages as at least worthy of a great law 
givfer if not of divine origin. Though 
we do not at this day concede the rea­ 
son for such an observance assigned 
by the wise Iraelite, as tbe world grows, 
old mankind feels more binding the 
obligation to preserve the day of rest 
and reflection. The original edict, 
commanded the keeping holy the sev­ 
enth day, which is Saturday, but the 
early Christians, almost with a fore­ 
cast of the interpretation which sci­ 
ence would in after centuries put up­ 
on the Book of Genesis, fixed the ¡áab- 
bath upon the first day of the weok. 
This was to commemorate the resur­ 
rection ot Christ, and to distinguish 
them from the unbelieving Jews. It 
remained for the present century to 
justify this change by proving that 
the world was not created in six d ajs 
of twenty-four hours each. But how­ 
ever much we may dispute as to the 
religious reasons for observing any 
particular day of the week as a day 
of rest, none will gaiusay the sanitary 
effect of the custom. The devotion of 
one seventh part of the time to either 
pest from worldly labor or the worship 
of God must necessarily exert an ele­ 
vating influence 
upon 
hum anity. 
W hether the Babbath be observed as 
a holiday or a holy-day the world is 
better for its existence. W ithout this 
interval of rest or recreation which 
the Sabbath affords the toiling m il­ 
lions of earth would soon degenerate 
in mental and physical health to the 
point of utter destruction. In this 
great busy country where men pursue 
wealth with such frantic zeal, w here 
life is such on excitement, and busi­ 
ness such an obstinate struggle, the 
day of rest is the conservator of the 
nation’s strength. Viewing it from a 
strictly religious stand point none will
